Bad on the Eyes. 

There are sixty desks in 
the dimensicns of “which 
by 19 feét and some inches 
helght is 12 feet and 9 inches.

Out of the thirty-four children who 
sit against the wall, seventeen of 
them are so placed that the light comes 
in the direction which eye specialists 
state is so directly injurious to the 
eyes of children, that a week’s time 
in this position will serve to injure 
eyes permanently. 

It is impossible for the children 
seated in this way, against the wall, 
to take care of their books, and at the 
same time use a pencil, and they éan- 
not use pen or ink at all. Some of the 
little boys Lave brought little cigar 
boxes to school, and sit on these, writ- 
ing then on the benches upon which 
they sit when not writing. 

They necessarily are cramped, are 
continually elbowing each other fvr 
want of spove and altogether are most 
uncomforta while the work of the 
teacher who must hold the attention 
of the $4 in this room can better be 
imagined than described. 

Four Are Taken Sick. 

Most of the time was taken up while 
I was there an hour or more yest« , 
by the teacher cf this room and the 
principal doing a sort of nursing. Four 
children were takén sick while I in- 
spected the three school rooms on this 
‘loor, three of the children in the 
crowded third grade room. One of the 
children was visibly ill from the heat 
cf the room, and the fact that she was 
far removed from the window or door. 

In one of the grades a little boy 
fainted yesterday, and note after note 
is being directed from parents to the 
teachers to know when their children 
can be comfortably seated and if any- 
thing is being done to meet the emer- 
gency.

For four weeks this condition has 
been in existence and nothing has been 
done to meet the immediate emergency. 
Had there provided one or mere 
extra teachers the surplus number of 
children might have had something in 
the nature of an out-of-door class, but 

extra teachers were provided. 

I never like to write a story which 
draws attention to Atlanta’s neglect 
of any situation as vital as this one, 
the life of her children, without offer- 
ine a remedy, and in this case I would 
suggest that temporarily there be 
erected four open-air school rooms on 
the top of the Highland school, 
th’_s betng possible of construction in 
a short time and at a little cost. Not 
only would it save the health of many 
little children, but it would save the 
energy and force of the teacher, and 
save the scholarship of all the children 
in the school suffering from crowded 
conditions. 

I understand that a building has been 
secured on Moreland avenue which is 
designed to relieve the crowded con- 
ditions of the Highland school, that of 
Edgewood school and that of Inman 
Park, but even with that, the space this 
building will afford will be a very lit- 
tle help, as only five grades can be 
provided for there. 

I did not have time to visit any of 
the other schools vesterday, but I have 
it stated to me by people who are suf- 
ferers therefrom that the crowded con- 
ditions in Inman Park have required 
that three classes be established in the 
basement of the building, directly op- 
posite the toilet. a condition which does 
not exist now in the congested districts 
of the east side in New York, or in any 
other civilized community I know of. 

The Edgewood school has_ simi- 
lar conditions, and the same prevails 
in the Exposition cotton mill school 
while the condition in the “Pittsburg” 
negro school is barbarous, and that in 
the other negro schools very little bet- 
ter. 

In looking over the January files of 
The Constitution [ find that besides 
urgent appeals made by the superin- 
cendent of the schools and by the board 
of education, the report made by both 
and the budget presented to the city 
council asked an appropriation of $890,- 
000 for the maintenance of the schools 
and that the appropriation granted was 
$513,000.

| testimony. It was brought out 


‘through the testimony of Ignatius V. 
McGlone, secretary of the elder Ryan, 
that Governor Sulzer was the recipient 
of $10,000 cash campaign contribution 
from the Ryans, which was not report- 
ed in the governor’s sworn campaign 
statement. ¥ 
Gave Sulzer Ten $1,000 Bills. 

McGlone testified that Sulzer appeal- 
ed to him for the money, requesting 
that it be made in cash. When the 
elder Ryan ordered.the contribution to 
be made, McGlone carried ten $1,000 
bills to Sulzer and handed them to him. 

“Tell your father I am the same old 
Bill,” young Mr. Ryan said the gover- 
nor said to him over the telephone, in 
asking for the contribution. 

Mr. Ryan was called to the stand to- 
day after the attorneys for the im- 
peachment managers had obtained per- 
mission to reopen their case, which 
they announced as complete when court 
adjourned last Thursday. The wit; 
|}ness said that just a week before the 

rial of impeachment began he had 
seen Governor Sulzer in the latter of- 
fice in New York. 

“He asked me,” testified the finan- 
cier’s son, slowly, “te go to Washing- 
ton and see Senator Root and request 
him to see Mr. Barnes, get him to en- 
deavor to have the republican mem- 
bers of this body vote that this court 
had no right to try him and impeach 
him.” 

Sulzer Compared to St. Paul. 

The testimony preceded the opening 
of the case for the defense late in the 
afternoon by Harvey B. Hinman, who 
compared Governor Sulzer to the apos- 
tle Paul, whose former friends, the 
attorney said, “did not attempt to im- 
peach him or his epistles because of 
what he had done while acting with 
them and while one of them.” 

“When in the nineteenth century has 
a voice been raised to condemn Paul 
or his epistles for his acts as Saul?’ 
asked Mr. Hinman. The question was, 
he added, whether Governor Sulzer 
was impeached for corrupt conduct.in 
office or ‘because of what he has re- 
fused to do since he took office?” 

It was in the face of repeated objec- 
tions by counsel for the defense, who 
several times halted him, as he was 
about to answer, that Mr. Ryan was 
permitted to tell of his conversations 
with the governor. Judge Culen with- 
held a final ruling on their objections. 

Ryan was asked by Attorney Stanch- 
field, representing the managers of the 
impeachment: 

“Didn’t you have a talk with Gov- 
ernor Sulzer in reference to securing 
some one to influence the action of 
this court?”

WHO INSTIGATED ASSASSINATION OF BUCKINGHAM? 


ccieeiemenesnne 


George Villiers, the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, was a great favorite at the court of 
James I and also Charles I of England. He 
was one of the leaders of the romantic 
type of young courtiers who held sway at 
the English court during the early part of 
the seventeenth century and his adventures 
have been the subject of many interesting 
stories. At eighteen he was sent to France, 
where he remained for three years, returned 
with such polished manners and so excellent 
& personaiity that James heaped all sorts of 
honors upon him. 

Through the great confidence in which 
he was held he was entrusted with a num- 
ber of impcrtant missions, few of which 
ever proved successful. When he was thir- 
ty-two years of age he was sent to France 
as proxy for Charles I to marry the Princess 
Henrietta Marie, and the year following, aft- 
er the failure of the Cadix expedition, he was 
impeached, but was saved through the favor 
of the king. This gave him assurance, and 
he finally took upon himself the conduct 
of a war with France, but his expedition in 
aid of.the Rochelles proved an entire failure. 

In the meantime the revolt against him 
and the principles he represented was be- 
coming more formidable; the petition of 
rights was carried despite the duke’s exer- 
tions, and he was again protected from im- 
peachment only by the king’s prorogation of 
parliament. 

While this struggle over the petition was 
going on, the popular hatred of Bucking- 
ham showed itself in a brutal manner. In 
the streets of London the duke's physician, 
Dr. Lambe, was set upon by the mob and 
called a witch, a devil and the duke’s con- 
juror, and absolutely beaten to death. The

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FOR THE PHILIPPINES 


Gov. Gen. Harrison Reaclies 
Manila and Outlines Presi- 
dent Wilson’s Policy. 


Manila, October 6.—Francis Burton 
Harrison, of New York, newly appoint- 
ed governor general of the Philippines, 
Who arrived here today, »as greeted 
by several thousand people, many of 
whom had come from the provinces. 
SéVeral of the welcoming delegations 
were accompanied by bands. 

Governor Genera! Harrison's 
embodied instruction: received 
President Wilson, stating 
Sdministration’s policy 
Philippines. 
~ The instructions declared that 
Step would be taken with a view to the 
Wiltimate independence of the Islands. 
Also it was announced that the first 
step to be taken at once would be to 
Rive native citizens the majority in 
the appointive commission, and thus 
@ Majority in both houses of the Phil- 
ippime legislature. ‘The Instructions of 
jhe American government as thus em- 

odied in the governor general's ad- 
dress were as follows: 

Trustees for Islands. 

“We regard ourselves as 
acting not for the advantage of the 
United States, but for the benefit of 
the people of the Philippine islands. 
Every step we take will be taken with 
a view to the ultimate independence 
of theislands and as a preparation for 
that independence. and we hope to move 
toward that end as rapidly as the sale- 
ty and the permanent interests of the 
islands will permit. After each step 
taken, experience wfil guide us to the 
next. 

“The administration will take one 
step at once. It will give to the native 
citizens of the islands a majority in 
the appointive commission, and thus in 
the upper as well as-in the lower house 
of the legislature. 

‘It will do this in the confident hope 
and expectation that immediately proof 
will there be given in the action of the 
commission under the new arrange- 
ment of the political capacity of those 
native citizens who have already come 
forward to represent and lead their 
people in affairs.”’

SAILORS ARE RESCUED 
BY CITY OF ATLANTA 


Boston. October 6.—The steamer City 
of Atlanta arrived here tonight from 
Savannah, bringing to port the crew of 
the Boston schooner Frank B. Wither- 
hee, which had capsized off Cape Hat- 
teras Friday night-after collision with 
the steamer.

Joseph W. Folk, of the state depart- 
ment. 

Thaw asked the state department to 
make representations to the British 
embassy in protest against his depor- 
tation on September 109. In tholding 
that none of his rights had been vio- 
lated, the state department declined 
to do so. Solicitor Folk issued this 


statement: 

“After careful examination of the 
treaties between this government and 
the zovernment of Great Britain, al- 
leged to have been infringed upon in 
the deportation to Harry K. Thaw 
from Canada, this department can find 
no provision violated by the’ action 
taken in connection with this. case by 
the Canadian authorities, either ad- 
ministrative or judicial. 

“This department, therefore, would 
not be warranted in making any rep- 
resentations to the British government 
in the matter. The inquiry determined 
is not whether Thaw should be Ilb- 
erated or whether extradition should 
be granted. But the question before 
the department is whether there Was 
violation of any British-American 
treaty in the Thaw case by the Can- 
adian authorities. The reply must be 
in the negative. Senator Oliver, who 
breught the matter to the attention of 
the department, will be advised accord- 
ingly.’
